In response to a request from Ms. M. Gayle Cory, Senate 
Postmaster, we performed a count of cash, stamps, and other 
postal items at the Senate Post Office, for which the Deputy 
Postmaster, Chief Clerk, and five postal clerks are 
separately accountable. On May 20, 1992, we counted cash, 
stamps, and other postal items having a total value of 
$45,619.74. Of this amount, $8,386.52 represents vouchers 
submitted to the Senate Disbursing Office for reimbursement 
for postal charges incurred by Senate offices.
